IDLE capital is a drain on resources which eventual- 
ly compels retrenchments or the increase of working 
capital. If a tradesman purchases heavily at one time 
he locks up much of his capital where he cannot use it 
and where it suffers some deterioration. Heavy buy- 
ing doesn’t always mean heavy selling. If it did, 
there would be no objection, perhaps, especially if re- 
tailers were equipped with abundant capital, but more 
often heavy buying and comparatively light selling go 
together, and stock drags indefinitely, finally compel- 
ling sacrifice to clear out surplus holdings.

THE manufacturers of the United States imported 
nearly five hundred million dollars’ worth of materials 
for use in manufacturing in the fiscal year just ended. 
Materials for use in manufacturing thus formed near- 
ly one-half of the total imports of the United States 
last year. The Department of Commerce and Labor 
through its bureau of statistics, in a table just com- 
pleted, shows that the total value of manufacturers’ 
materials imported in the fiscal year 1903 was $489,- 
471,667, and that this formed 47.73 per cent of the 
total imports. In the preceding year the total value 
of the manufacturers’ materials imported was four 
hundred and fifteen million dollars, and formed 46.14 
per cent of the total. In 1898 the total importation of 
manufacturers’ materials was two hundred and forty- 
seven million dollars, and formed 42.07 per cent of the 
total.

“The means for securing accurate work with the stoves, 
ranges, ovens and utensils now upon the market are not all 
that could be desired. For instance, how is any cook ex 
pected to be able to make a definite statement about what is 
going on inside the average oven, as now constructed? The 
much lauded oven thermometer ‘which can be placed in the 
door of any oven,’ by actual test with a good chemical ther- 
mometer showed a deviation of from 50 to 100 degrees from 
the standard. It requires rare intelligence indeed to tell what 
is going on inside a black iron box by looking at the outside 
of it.” 

We believe this to be a libel on the oven thermome- 
ter. While we do not claim that these instruments 
are perfect, we know “from actual test” that there 
is at least one oven thermometer which never showed 
a deviation of over seven degrees from the standard. 
We would be pleased to hear from our readers re- 
garding this matter. 


A NEw sdgurce of national wealth through the pos- 
session of the Philippines is suggested by the remark- 
able increase within the last three years in our imports 


of tii. The importation of tin in the last fiscal year 
amounted to 88,000,000 pounds, and the aggregate 


value was $23,000,000. In 1890 about 35,000,000 


pounds, worth $7,000,000, came into this country. 
The rapid growth in the use of tin in the United 


States, coupled with the fact that practically none is 
produced here, recently gave rise to the practicable 
scheme of importing it in the form of ore and smelt- 
ing it and turning it into pigs in this country. A big 
plant was erected and the shipment of ore from the 
Malayan peninsula was about to begin, when Great 
Britain blocked our plans by clapping a heavy duty 
upon all tin exports from her colonies. The tariff 
was prohibitive, our smelting plants stand idle, and 
the British colonists still retain the profits incident to 
reducing the metal from its raw state. 

Three-fourths of the world’s tin supply comes from 
the Malayan peninsula, which is near the Philippines 
and like them in general formation. The existence 
of rich tin mines in our islands is believed by experts

to be more than a probability. If such it proves, we 
can afford to laugh at England and her export tariff. 


ComMERCE between the United States and Canada 
was !arger in the fiscal year just ended than in any 
preceding year. ‘This is true both as to imports and 
exports. The figures of the year’s commerce, pre- 
sented by the Department of Commerce and Labor 
through its Bureau of Statistics, show that the imports 
from Canada amounted to $54,660,410, and the ex- 
ports to Canada, $123,472,416. In this term is in- 
cluded British Columbia, Quebec, Ontario, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. Of the imports of the 
year, 38 million dollars, speaking in round terms, 
were from Quebec and Ontario, 10 millions from New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, and 6 millions from 
British Columbia. Of the exports 110 million dollars 
were to Quebec and Ontario, 7 millions to New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia and 6 millions to British Colum- 
bia. Both in imports and exports, the total of the 
year’s commerce with Canada was larger than in any 
preceding year. 








Yeung Men THE appointment of Alva C. Dinkey as 
at the head of the Carnegie Steel Company, the 
Front. = jargest of the subsidiary companies of the 


United States Steel Corporation, is further evidence of 
the oft-repeated assertion that this is an era of young 
men. In striking contrast to,the old-world point of 
view that no man under middle age should hold a place 
of any considerable responsibility is the position taken 
by bustling, strenuous, iconoclastic America. The en- 
ergy and hot flush of youth, rather than the accumulat- 
ed experience and conservatism of the old, is relied 
upon to carry the modern world to that pin- 
nacle of industrial and commercial success which 
it has attained in the past few decades. The burden 
has been shifted from the shoulders of the fathers to 
the sturdy backs of the sons, that there may be no 
faltering or staggering in this onward rush. Years 
ago the Pennsylvania railroad adopted the plan of 
filling responsible positions with young men trained up 
in the service of the road, and the directors of many 
corporations have since then realized the wisdom of 
the move. While still in his thirties, Charles M. 
Schwab was made president of the greatest industrial 
corporation the world has ever known, and at an even 
more youthful period he had been the head of the Car- 
negie company. Mr. Corey, who recently succeeded 
Mr. Schwab as president of the steel trust, is also a 
young man, and Mr. Dinkey, who takes the place held 
by Mr. Corey as chief executive of the Carnegie con- 
cern, is said to be only 30. The veterans of the “Old 
Guard” who have made America what it is are now 
failing back, and the youth of the land, flushed with 
first victory, is pushing to the front. Nothing can stay 
their progress, and they are rapidly taking their places 
in the front rank. Their name is legion and at their 
hands the country expects much. Character, a sturdy 
honesty and an iron determination made the pioneers 
successful in the industrial and commercial world, and 
if the same principles are firmly fixed in the hearts and 
minds of those who are now taking the places of their 
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fathers, there will be no cessation in the onward marc!

SoME time ago the legislature of the state of Indi- 
ana enacted a law at the request of the labor organiza- 
tions, providing that unskilled labor should not be 
employed by counties, cities and towns in that state 
for less than twenty cents an hour, and providing a 


fine or imprisonment for any person or corporation 
doing public work to employ unskilled labor for less 


than that wage. That law has been held to be uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court of that state. In 
an opinion written by Judge Dowling it was held 
that the law interferes with the freedom of contract, 
and that the legislature can no more fix the price of 
labor than it can the price of bricks. The appeal grew 
out of.a suit of a laborer named Frank Street, who, in 
the Wayne Circuit Court, sued the Varney. Electrical 
Company for twenty cents an hour. In the opinion 
Judge Dowling says: “ No sufficient reason has been 
assigned why the wages of the unskilled laborer should 
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be fixed by law and maintained at an unalterable rate, 
regardless of their actual value, and that al! other 
laborers should be left to secure to themselves such 


compensation for their work as the conditions of sup- 
ply and demand, competition, personal qualities, en 


ergy, skill and experience may enable them to do.” 


J. J. McCroskey, in a recent address betore the 
l‘urniture Association of America in the course of an 
address on the traveling salesman, said: “The men 
who save money in the traveling fraternity are few. 
No matter how much they earn, no matter how faith- 
ful they may be to their employers, nor how valuable, 
they fail to accumulate. We are thinking now of 
straight traveling men who have to spend a portion 
of what they earn in paying their own expenses, and 
that brings me to the great burden of the traveling 
man. In pretty much all cases, without the necessity 
of my citing instances, manufacturers of furniture, 
parlor furniture, upholstery goods, anything you may 
name, the traveling man has had a miserable eking 
out of existence for several years. They have never 
been top notch, never been especially successful with 
their lines, which, for some reason or other, have not 
sold as they should. The manufacturer finally de- 
sires to hire a traveling man. If he were going to 
put in a new engine or a new machine for tufting or 
spend some money with a trade paper for advertising, 
he would make an appropriation to put it into it and 
wait for results. If the results were not 
he would merely charge that amount of money to 
profit and loss, as is customary. The manufacturer 


engages a traveling man who had been successful in 


successful 


his lines, and who has sold goods as well as anybody 
could sell them, and who Has not lost one bit of his 
ability, but is as tireless in his work as he ever was, 
and he is handicapped ; the line is not very well known, 
or if it is well known it is against it. This man takes 
this line of goods, a small amount of expense money 
the manufacturer will hand him to take him out to 
some point to do business, and if the traveling man 
does not make a success in a week or two weeks with 
the line that this man has been trying for ten years 
to make successful, then he is a failure and is called 
in! The money he has spent is charged to him as 
overdrawn, simply because the employer made the 
stuff that would not sell. That, to my mind, is the 
greatest burden of the traveling man to-day.”

MEXICO’S GOLD OUTPUT.

INDEPENDENT STOVE PIPE RADIATOR. 


The Independent Register Co., Cleveland, O., send 
us a pamphlet describing their Independent stove pipe 
radiators. In the Independent square radiators the 
steel shell is filled with radiating tubes, one and one- 
half inches in diameter and from seven and a half to 
eight and a half inches long, according to the size 
of the radiator. These tubes pass from the back to 
the front of the smoke chamber and are open at both 
ends. In the rear of the smoke chamber is an air 
shaft, closed at the top and open at the bottom, which 
draws the air from the floor where it is always cool- 
est, and feeds it to the radiating tubes. On its way 
to the chimney every particle of the heat and smoke 
must pass over these tubes, with their enormous radi- 
ating surface, and when the heat and smoke is through 
with all these tubes and has reached the top of the 
radiator it is mostly all smoke—the heat has been 
caught by the tubes, each one of which becomes a 
separate radiator, and the air passing through them 
is changed from cold to hot and instead of going out 
of the chimney, the heat is on its way out into the 
room; and it keeps at it just as long as there is any 
fire in the stove. 

By running the eight radiating tubes in the Inde- 
pendent round radiator from the outside at the bot- 
tom, to the center of the radiator and then back to 
the outside at the top, a large portion of the radi- 
ating surface is placed directly in the course of the 
smoke travel, so that the waste heat from the stove 
must travel over each of the eight tubes twice before 
going to the chimney. This form of construction 
forces the waste heat away from the center and 
against the sides of the radiator, thus making the side 
surface unusually effective and the entire surface of 
the radiator hot radiating surface.

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TIN PRODUCTION OF THE WORLD. 





In 1875 the world’s output of tin amounted in rou 
figures to some 40,000 tons, of which 10,000 tons ca 
from the Straits Settlements, 10,000 tons from Co: 
wall, 8,000 tons from Dutch East Indies, 11,000 fro 
Australia and the insignificant residue from Sout 
America and elsewhere. To-day the annual output e> 
ceeds 75,000 tons, and of.this more than 46,000 tons- 
over 61 per cent of the whole—come from the Strait 
Settlements, while Cornwall produces now only 5,00 
tons and the Australian output has similarly declined 
On the other hand, the Dutch East Indies export some 
14,000 tons and Bolivia has an output of 5,000 tons. 
There are a few other places whence tin is shipped to 
the world’s markets, but the amount of their produc- 
tion is comparatively insignificant. The fact which is 
of importance is that the tin produced by the Malay 
states under British protection exceeds the total output 
of the world in 1875 by more than 6,000 tons and rep- 
resents to-day considerably more than half of the sup- 
ply of the metal now. annually available—London 
Times.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The pig iron market has resumed activity and be- 
tween inquiries and actual sales the producers and 
sellers of pig iron are kept fairly busy. 

The almost universally recognized price by makers 
and. sellers of southern pig iron is $12 Birmingham 
now for No. 2 Southern and at that figure buyers 
seem to be satisfied and are taking hold freely. 

Local irons, made from Lake Superior ores, are 
still held at $17.50 for No. 2 Foundry delivered in 
Chicago, or a trifle lower basis at the furnace for out- 
of-town delivery. 

This is more than the usual difference between 
northern and southern irons, but is accountable mainly 
by the fact that tributary to Chicago the furnaces that 
are not on Bessemer for steel purposes are under a 
heavy demand for malleable as well as strong foundry 
irons of the low phosphorus, low sulphur character, 
and they command and get, and doubtless will con- 
tinue to get for some time to come, higher prices than 
southern irons'can command at this time. 

There is a large business yet to be placed for for- 
ward delivery, and it is thought that the next week 
or ten days will see a large business booked for de- 
liveries extending to the end of the first quarter of 
1904, and in some cases to the end of- the second 
quarter. 

The demand for spot delivery iron during last week 
for some reason has increased materially. 





BARS. 

There has been a good portion of inquiries on steel 
bars most of which is expected to be placed this next 
week. There is a fair demand for bar iron, but few 
manufacturers are getting a sufficient tonnage to keep 
all their mills busy, one producer reporting that its 
sales this month are 20 per cent less than its output. 
There is keen competition for the business offered and 
quotations are now down to the basis of 1.55¢, Chi- 
cago. We quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery: 
Bessemer steel, 1.7614c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.2642 
base; hoops in lots of 250 tons and greater, 2.0614¢; 
less than this amount, 2.16%4c; iron, 1.55c to 1-60c. 
Quotations from store, less than carload lots, steel, 
2c; iron, 2c to @loc; hoops, 2.30c to .2.40c; angles, 
2.10c rates. 


BILLETS. 

Sales on billets during this week have been few 
and interest shown of little consequence. There is no 
change in the regular quotations of $28 for Bessemer, 
$29 for open-hearth, and $32 for forging, carioad lots. 





STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 

There are several movements on hand for the erec- 
tion of new structures, but the immediate demand is 
light. Store trade is fairly brisk, but quotations have 
been reduced. We quote mill shipments, Chicago de- 





livery, as follows: Beams and channels, 16 inch 
and under, 1.75¢; 18 inches and over, 1.85¢j univers: 
plates, 1.75c; angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.7565 tees, 3» 
and larger, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c. Lots from store, 2.1: 
to 2.25c per 100 pounds, rates. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 


Business during this week has had some improve 
ment. Both agricultural implement and carriag: 
manufacturers have been in the market, the latter fo: 
spring and tire steei. Agricultural makers have 
placed orders for a number of specialties, as well as 
standard steel. Prices have remained unchanged, the 
official quotations being as follows for mill shipment: 
Smooth finished machinery steel, 2.01%c to 2.11%c; 
smooth finished tire, 1.96¥%2c to 2.1114c; open hearth 
spring steel, 2.66¥2c to 2.76%4c; toe calk, 2.31%c to 
2.4644c; sleigh shoe, 1.86'%c to 1.96%4c; cutter shoe, 
2.4142c to 2.61%c. Ordinary grades of crucible tool 
steel are quoted at 6c to 8c for shipment; specials, 12c 
upward. Cold rolled shafting in.carload lots sells at 
47 and in less than carload lots at 42 discount from list. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


Demand for early shipment on both light and starid- 
ard rails has been fair during the week. There has 
been but little inquiry for 1904 delivery, but the mar- 
ket has continued firm, official prices being $28 for 
standard and $27 for second quality, mill shipment. 
Light rails have sold at $34 to $38. Track supplies 
have been in good demand and the market has remain- 
ed firm, as follows: Splice or angle bars, 2c to 2.10¢c; 
spikes, 2.10c to 2.15c; track bolts, 3% to 334 inches 
and larger, with square nuts, 2.85c to 2.90c; with 
Hexagon nuts, 3c to 3.10c. From store 10¢ to 15¢ 
over mill prices are asked and obtained. 





WIRE NAILS. 


Several good contracts have been placed for fall de- 
livery on assorted sizes and.an urgency for early ship- 
ment. While stocks have accumulated cars seem to be 
none too plentiful to make prompt. shipments. The 
tone of the market is firm and the prospect seems that 
prices will be well maintained throughout the year. 
Sales continue to be made at $2.15 to $2.20 for car- 
load lots, f. 0. b. Chicago. Broken cars sell at 5 to 10 
cents higher. For galvanized 75 cents per keg and for 
tinning $1.50 extra per keg is charged. 





CUT NAILS. 


The demand on cut nails remains steady and there 
has been less disposition to shade prices by the job- 
bers and the mills preserve a firm tone, sales being 
made on the basis of $2.30 in carload lots and $2.35 
for less than carload lots for steel, Chicago. Iron 
nails are held at $2.45 to $2.50 per keg from store. 




























































SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

The demand on smooth fence wire has been active 
this week, and the mills find some difficulty in making 
shipments promptly, the market continuing firm in 
tone for all kinds, prices being as follows: Nos. 6 to 
9, $2.05 to $2.10 in carload lots on track, and $2.15 to 
$2.20 in less than carload lots. from store; galvanized, 
30 cents extra f6r-Nos. 6 to 14; and 60 cents extra for 
Nos. 15 arid 16. 


BOLTS AND NUTS. 


Bolts and nuts are somewhat slow and the most un- 
satisfactory article as far as prices are concerned of 
anything in the hardware market. In view of the un- 
evenness in manufacturers’ quotations an opportunity 
is given to buyers for careful purchasing. The irreg- 
ularity of discounts is such as to leave the market 
practically, if not actually, an open one. This branch 
of the trade is feeling the effect of a moderate volume 
of business, especially when compared with the very 
heavy business of the past few years. With the in- 
crease in production and the diminished demand, for 
the present at least, there is a natural reaction. The 
trade, in view of the unsettled condition of things, 
have very generally been holding off and deferring 
their purchases. It is possible, however, that the low 
prices now obtainable may tempt them to place orders. 


SCYTHES. 


Scythes manufgcturers and pices have come to- 
gether and agreed'on’ prices f6r next season, which 
are substantially the same as those for the season just 
past. They regard the condition, so far as prices are 
concerned, as satisfactory, especially as until quite re- 
cently there was a possibility that they would fail to 
act in concert so far as quotations are concerned. 


CORDAGE. 


The market on sisal rope is mostly for mixed goods, 
orders for which are received in good volume. There 
is a fair call for Manila rope. Quotations, on the 
basis of 7-16 inch ciaineter and larger, are as follows: 
Mixed sisal, 8% to 8% cents per pound; pure sisal, 
94 to 9% cents per pound; Manila, 11% to 114 
cents per pound. 


LINSEED OIL. 

The seed market is stronger, causing a firmer feel- 
ing among crushers and some out-of-town crushers 
have withdrawn former quotations and are now asking 
36 cents for raw. Other out-of-town crushers are 
quoting 35 cents per gallon. Demand for city and 
out-of-town oil is light and is confined to immediate 
requirements. Quotations are as follows: City raw, 
in lots of five barrels or more, 37 cents; in lots of less 
than five barrels, 38 cents per gallon. Out-of-town 
brands of raw are quoted, according to quantity, at 
35 to 36 cents per gallon. 


SPIRITS TURPENTINE. 


The feeling existing in Saramade continues and the 
market remains the same. Sellers and buyers appear 
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equally indifferent, and business is confined to pressing 
requirements. Quotations, according to quantity, are 
as follows: Oil barrels, 57% to 58 cents; machine- 
made barrels, 58 to 58% cents per gallon. 


TIN. 
The market for tin is quiet and easy at 28c for spot 
and 2734c for futures. The jobbing price is steady 
at 2834(@29"’c. 


TIN PLATES. 

Tin plates are steady, jobbing quotations remain- 
ing unchanged at: Melyn, $6.50@7; Alloway, $5.75 
(6.25; coke, $4.8742@6.50; ternes, $5.25@8; addi- 
tional X, $1.50@1.75 more. 


LEAD. 

Lead is firmer, with the Smelters’ Association ask- 
ing 4.17%c in large lots and 4.22¥%c in 25-ton lots. 
Brokers are asking 4c for small spot lots. Here the 
jobbing quotation is 434@5c, according to quality. 
St. Louis is firm at 4.12'%4@4.15c; manufactured pipe 
is steady at 6%c; sheet, 7'%2c; tin pipe, 50c; tin-lined 
pipe, 124%c; old lead, in exchange, 3%2c; tea lead; 3c. 


SPELTER. 


Spelter is steady at: Round lots, New York, 6c for 
spot and 534@5%c futures; jobbing, 64%@6%c;
